Mr. K. McDoxaup, who a few days ago, 
arrived in town from Washington Territory 
was 48 days on the way. Seven deer were 
killed in the mountains and travelling is 
reported hazardous and difficult. Between 
Calgary and Lacombe the horses had no 
water, farmers on the way not being able to 

ive the party any more than they could 
drink themselves. Over two days were 
travelled without coming across a creek or 
river. He left his horses at Lacombe and 
came to town by last Monday’s train. 


Five waggons containing as many set- 
tlers’ families and a few effects, driven by 
four horses each are on their way from Cal- 

ry to Edmonton. They have already 
fice ten weeks on their journey from 
Washington Territory. Fora great part of 
the distance the railroad had to be travelled 
as there was no trail and where tressel 
bridges intercepted the track, the horses 
had to be uvhitched, driven down big 
gullies and swum across the rivers, while 
the cart and contents had to be shoved 
across by hand.

Tue hydraulic gold washer, that was 
rought in recently, is being tested this | 
week on the south shore of the Saskatche- | 
wan near the upper ferry. It is very similar 
to the old style grizzly and works with a 
hose, through which water is drawn 
from the river and forced out by steam 
engine. 

Mr. Beacu, of Washington Territory, 
Messrs Lambertson and Worsop of Minne- 
apolis, Kansas, and Mr. Grey of Oregon, 
returned yesterday from their trip to 
Beaver Lake and are highly delighted with 
the general appearance and peculiarities of 
the district. Much of the land they saw 
they considered excellent for mixed farm- 
ing while other sections they thought would 
only be good for pasture. In all their 
travels they saw no land but what was use- 
ful for something and never saw a new 
country in which the good land was so much 
in excess of the poor land. 


Or the wood buffaloes shot in the Atha- 
basca district last season only one specimen 
has found its way to town. This was 
brought down last week by J. Carlton of 
Fort Chipewyar and was the only one shot 
by him this winter. He brought the whole 
hide ; head, hoofs and tail intact, so that it 
could be set up as a museum specimen. The 
hide is ten feet inlength ;its girth,eight feet. 
The woodbuffalo is fast becoming extinct. The 
indians hunt them whenever they can. In 
season or out is the same to them. They 
follow them for weeks at a time, very often 
being unsuccessful ; but they are fond of 
the meat, and will endure many hardships 
to get iv. 


A crofter settlement was started on the 
Slave river last year at a point between 
Ft. Smith and Ft. Resolution, about nine 
hundred miles from here. Thos. Kerr and 
Duncan McDonald, of Stornoway, Isle of 
Lewis off the N. W. coast of Scotland, were 
sent out by an English Lady of title and 
this is the spot they chose. Used to fishing, 
they find a fisherman and trapper’s life quite 
congenial to their habits. This is the home 
of the inconu, (unknown fish of indians) a 
fish which weighs from 350 to 40 pounds at 
maturity and is tound nowhere south of the 
rapids at Ft. Smith. Reports from the 
settlement say, that by hunting and fishing, 
these men are making a comfortable living ; 
are contented and happy and are much 
beiter off than they would be on the rugged 
shores of their native island. Here the 
oe language is spoken as pure as in the 
and ofthe dicath <p bert what to wil be 
among the growitg generations of Chipe- 
wyans is a matter for future ethnologists to 
speculate upon. 

Tur Edmonton Board of Trade has 
draughted a memorial to the C. P. R. ask- 
ing fora further reduction of freight rates 
to Calgary and the coast cites. The memor- 
ial points out, that while it has been pos- 
sible to ship grain to Vancouver at a slight 
profit, it has been impossible to compete 
with the American States at Victoria, 
consequent upon the fact that the markets 
of Victoria and Vancouver are both reached 
by American shippers at the one expense, 
whereas the shippers of Edmontcn who 
must ship by water from Vancouver to Vic- 
toria, cannot ship at a profit to the latter 
place, due to the necessarily extra cost. 
The doard is asking for a rate that will per- 
mit shippers here to compete with shippers 
from the Western States at both Victoria 
and Vancouver, viz 28c. instead of 35c.

Davidson’s bill respecting noxious weeds 
was read a second time. 

Prince’s bill requiring a description of 
articles held under lien note for registration 
was read a second time. 

The bill to amend the ordinance for ex- 
empting the Manitoba Northwesternjrailway 


from taxation was passed through commit-. 


tee. Also the bill to amend the liquor 
license ordinance by placing the buyer as 
well as the seller under penalty. Also the 
bill amending the ordinance respecting 
statute labor and fire districts, the principle 
provision of which is that a resident cannot 
be compelled to go more than three miles 
from home to do statute labor. The bill 
also provides for certain returns to be 
made. 

The bill respecting elections was consider 
ed in committee and progress reported. 

Monpay, August 20th. 

Hauitain introduced a bill to further 
amend the school ordinauce. 

Oliver presented petitions from members 
and adherents of Knox church Regina, and 
of Wolseley Royal Templars of Temperance 
asking for prohibition of the liquor traffic. 

The bills introduced by Insinger, amend- 
ing the ordinance exempting the Manitoba 
Northwestern railway from taxation,amend- 
ing the liquor license ordinance and amend- 
ing the statute labor and fire district 
ordinance were read a third time. 

Haultain moved two amendments to the 
liquor license ordinance which were carried. 
One extended the prohibition of taking 
certain chattles in pawn for liquor, to live 
stock of various kinds, and the other pro- 
vided that only incorporated societies 
might permit the sale of liquor by license 
holders on their grounds during race meet- 
ings or like special occassions. 

Page’s bill to amend the prairie fire or- 
dinance was read a second time. The bill 
reserves a clause respecting the leaving of 
camp fires burning which had been left out 
of the amendments of last year and pro- 
vides that burnt ground, water or such like 
natural obstacle to the spread of fire shall 
be considered a sufficient guard in case it is 
desired to kindle a fire, as well as the plow- 
ing insisted upon. 

Page’s bill amending the ordinance re- 
specting the advertising of stray animals 
was read a secoad time. This bili contains 
the provisions regarding the advertising of 
such animals that were enacted last year 
and additional provisions for the sale of 
unclaimed animals after one year, 


The bill respecting the destruction of 
noxious weeds within municipalities was 
passed through committee. 

The bill respecting elections was consider- 
ed in committee. 

The bill introduced by Neff to increase 
the exemption of cows under the exemption 
ordinance from two to six was agreed to in 
committee. 

Insinger introduced further amendments 
to the exemption ordinance, reducing the 
exemptions on household furniture from 
$500 to $200, and making all chattel ex- 
emptions absolute. He believed that an 
exemption in order to be really useful and 
fair to all classes should be absolute, but 
while making the exemptions absolute he 
would only exempt necessaries, not luxuries, 
He quite agreed with the increase of the 
exemption in case of cows already agreed 
to and he would make that absolute, but 
the necessity for $500 worth of furniture 
was not apparent, therefore, he wished to 
reduce it to $200, which amount he would 
absolutely secure. 1t was very little use to 
a debter to allow him $500 or $1,500 ex- 
emption in the ordinance when the ordin- 
ance could be so easily and was so generally 
disregarded as at present. 

Neff and Davidson spoke strongly against 
the argument that the present exemption 
ordinance was unsatisfactory and objected 
to the proposed reduction. 


Jelly thought that there should be an 
exemption of poultry which was not at 
present exempt and which formed a great 
part of the support of many farmers when 
in poor circumstances, 

Mowat suggested that the amendments 
be left in committee until to-morrow to 
admit of further consideration. 


Haultain laid on the table of the house a 
return of the returns made by the sheriff's 
ami clerks of the supreme court of the 


Territories which had been asked tor by the 
house. 


The bill to regulate traffic on public 
bridges within the Territories was passed 
through committee. 

Page moved that the returns from sheriff's 
and clerks which had been laid on the 
table be referred to the committee on civil 
law. He understood that only two of the 
clerks of court those of MacL«<od and Prince 


Albert, and none of the sheriffs appeared to 
have sent in returns. 


Insinger said that as changes were being 
proposed regarding the emoluments of sher- 
ifs and clerks these returns were necessary 
to enable the house to reach a proper con- 
clusion. He asked if a penalty could be 
enforced against them for not making the 
returns which the ordinance on the subject 
required.

e had no idea that the ordinance requiring 
returns had been systematically ignored. 

House adjourned. 


COST OF PRISONERS. 


The following order in council which was 
passed in Ottawa on June 30th 93 has only 
recently been published in the Territories. 
It is a matter of special importance to 
municipal corporations: 

Persons connected or accused of any 
offence under any ordinance of the North- 
west Territories or any municipal by law or 
regulation,or sentenced to confinement under 
any such ordinance by-law or regulation, or 
arrested under any civil process shall be 
received and kept in any jail or lock-up 
created under the authority of the North- 
west Territories act or under any act amend- 
ing the same, upon condition that the cost 
of the maintenance (at the rate of 75¢ per 
day ) of such prisoner during the period 
such prisoner is to be imprisoned is paid in 
advance to the sheriff, jailor or other 
officer in charge of such jail or lock-up. 
Provided however, that if such prisoner is 
to be confined for a period exceeding two 


‘ wecks then the cost of maintenance at the 


rate aforesaid may be paid weekly in 
advance,

CAMPING ALONG THE C. & E. 


The following interesting letter from the 
pen of Mr J. L. Tipping appears in the 
last issue of the Orillia packet. Giving as 
it does a good off hand description of the 
country without wearying details we take 
pleasure in reproducing it for the benefit of 
our distant readers ; 

Sirn,—According to promise I send you a 
few lines regarding my trip. I will touch 
on those points only that may be of interest 
to some of my Ontario friends who contem- 
plate moving west. For instance I purpose 
saying a few words regarding the Edmonton 
district, and will mention those places that 
seemed to me good points for settlers, on 
cur way from Edmonton to Calgary over- 
land. We camped near the different small 
towns every night, as the trail runs almost 
parallel with the railway. Wetaskiwin isa 
good point—plenty of room for any hustler, 
with ample wood and water. Ponoka, 
situate in the garden of Edmonton district, 
consists of station and telegraph office com- 
bined only, but a fine country ; and talk 
about your rivers, this stream, battle river, 
about the same size as our Severn, only 
shallow, comparatively, and running to beat 
Rama Band. I caught a fine string of fish 
at night, 9 p.m., pickerel and jack fish. 
About one huudred yards from our camp 
and two hundred fro mthe river is a heavy 
spruce swamp with timber, some trees over 
thirty inches through, and straight as a sun- 
beam ; good site for a saw mill, etc. Eight 
or ten families have gone into Ponoka the 
last month and taken up land. Lacombe is 
the choice around this part, and I must say 
that the crops and vegetables looked simply 
grand. In fact from Edmonton to Red 
Deer the country is more like Ontario than 
any other part of Manitoba or the North- 
west Territory I have yet seen. Heavy 
bush, lakes, creeks, plenty of hay and 
pasture, game in every thicket or slough. 
The winters are always on hand with good 
sleighing and dry, hard, frozen roads. No 
doubt they are frozen. Innisfail also is a 
thriving town. We passed through about 
2 p.m. ‘fen route.” I heard Mr. Herbert, 
late of Orillia, had been in the day before, 
no doubt putting in a supply of necessaries, 
as his place is twenty miles from town. I 
should have enjoyed a surprise party on him 
only time would not permit. We passed 
wagon loads of settlers daily, whole families 
with their outfit stock, ete. Prairie 
schooners they call the covered caravans. 
Women and children enough to settle the 
country in a few years, driving along as 
comfortable as if they were only going out 
on a pic-nic to Atherley or Geneva Park. 
More than half of Qrillia’s people would 
exclaim ‘‘ aloud” were they to witness the 
long line of caravans and their contents. 
One very funny view caught me forcibly as 
1 was riding past an outfit. It was a group 
of children in the front part of the wagon 
under cover, and a couple of young calves’ 
heads sticking out from between the canvas 
in rear of the load, bellowing most lustily. 

We all enjoyed a good langh at it. On ar- 
riving at Calgary we found the prairie fires 
raging and everything burnt up with the 
sun and dry, hot weather. Calgary isa 
very clean town, and boasts of some fine 
buildings, but for mixed farming, not ranch- 
ing, take the Edmonton district. New 
potatoes were selling here at Calgary a week 
azo for $3 per bushel, and small at that. 

"he town is too well known for me to boom. 
Suffice it to say that it stands No. l asa 
rauching country. I met Robert Begg and 
had a pleasant time reviewing the past. He 
18 doing well on his ranch at Dunbow.”

GENERAL NEWS. 

The Anglican parsonage at Innisfail is 
about completed. 

The ‘‘ Mascot Dance” by Madge A. H. 
Doughty is numbered 7525 among the list of 
copy rights in last Canada Gazette. 

S. Fream and John Simpson J. P’s of 
Innisfail dismissed the criminal charge 
against Ches. Ross for fraudulently selling 
a town lot to Mrs. Vartz and at the same 
time expressed the opinion that the conduct 
of the prosecution inthe case was ‘‘ most 
represiiensible.” The case originated thus: 
Mr. Vartz accepted a bonus of two town 
lots from Mr. Ross, agent for the townsite 
trustees, in consideration of starting a 
brickyard. Vartzfhad not enough funds 
to start the enterprise and sold the lots to 
N. Remillard. Remillard made Ross his 
agent and Ross sold one lot to Mrs. Vartz 
and one to Mrs. Miller. Vartz then went 
into the brickyard and the conditions being 
fulfilled the transfer issued from the trustees 
to him and he signed the transfer to his 
wife. Mrs Vartz objected to paying the 
transfer fee and complained toa local J. P. 
who advised the action of‘ fraudulently sell- 
ing the lots knowing they were not regis- 
tered.” The J. P. is eyed askance just 
now. 


S. A. 


M. Maestracci, of the French navy, has 
devised a method of solidifying potroleum 
and forming it into briquettes’ His plan is 
to mix with each hiter of petroleum 150 
grammes of caustic soda. This mixture is 
hevted and kept well stirred while it is 
being heated. At the end of about forty 
minutes solidification commences, and if any 
tendency to overflow is shown some drops of 
soda are thrown in. When the mass is 
nearly solid, it is poured into moulds so as 
to make briquettes, which after being placed 
in an oven for from ten to fifteen minutes, 
are allowed to ceol. With the addition of 
20 per cent. of clay or sand, firmer and more 
lasting briquettes result. Triais have been 
made with this fuel on tugboats at Marseil- 
les with the result that an equal weight of 
briquettes produced three times the heat of 
ordinary coal ; while in one instance, with a 
specially constructed furnace, one kilog. of 
solidified petroleum was found equal to four 
kilogs of coal.—Colliery Guardian,

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 


All even numbered sections excepting 8 and 26 are 
open for homestead entry (160 acres) by any person 
sole head of a family, orany male over the age of 18 
years. 

ENTRY. 


Entry may be made personally at the local land 
office for the district in which the land to be taken 
is situate or if the homesteader desires he may, on 
application to the Minister of the Interior, Ottawa, or 
the Commissiouer of Dominion Lands, Winnipeg, 
receive authority for some one to be named by the 
intending settler near the local office to make the 
entry for him. Entry fee $10, or if cancelled land $20. 

DUTIES. 

Under the present law homestead duties may be 
performed in three ways, to be decided on making 
entry : 

1. Three years’ cultivation and residence, during 
which period the settler may not be absent for more 


than six months in any one year withont forfeiting 
the entry. 


APPLICATION FOR PATENT 


may be made before the local agent, or any home- 
stead inspector. 

Six Months’ Notice Must be Given in Writing to the 
Commissioner of Dominion Lands by a Settler of his 
Intention Prior to Making Application for Patent. 

PRE-EMPTIONS are by law ABoLisuED, and may 
not be entered for after Ist January, 1890. 

A Second Homestead. 
may be taken by anyone who has performed the 
duties to entitle him to a certificate of recommenda- 
tion for the first homested on or prior to the second 
day of June, 1889. 

Forfeited or cancelled Pre-Emptions may be taken 
as second homesteads. 

All communications having reference to lands 
under control of the Dominion Government, lying 
between the castern boundary of Manitoba and the 
Pacific Coast should be addressed to.
